Allied Forces Meet Bitter Resistance 
In Final Phase of Battle for Sicily; 
Japanese Employ New Naval Strategy 
To Supply South Pacific Strongholds 
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Here’s the way the Allies work In setting up a base after landing on 
hostile shore. As the first Allied wave struck Sicily, men waist deep in 
water pass supplies ashore from a lighter, while men in foreground pre¬ 
pare roads for tanks and other vehicles. 


SICILY: 

Yanks' Test 

More than three divisions of Adolf 
Hitler’s crack German troops took 
up positions around San Stefano in 
northern Sicily to await the assault 
of Gen. George S. Patton’s charging 
American Seventh army. 

The San Stefano region loomed as 
the Axis’ northern anchor for their 
shrunken lines in the mountainous 
corner of the island where they 
found themselves pocketed. Much 
like the Tunisian terrain, great diffi¬ 
culties confronted Patton’s Yankees, 
who were faced with a tedious crawl 
up rocky slopes in the face of stiff 
machine gun and mortar fire. 

To the west of the Axis defenses, 
stood the Canadians, encountering 
the same obstacles as the Ameri¬ 
cans. To the south. Gen. Bernard 
Montgomery's British Eighth army 
poised for action against strong Ger¬ 
man forces, which had held them 
up in the plains after a slashing 
tank attack. 

Thus the final phase of the battle 
of Sicily opened. 

Five Points for Italy 

Successful as a diplomat once be¬ 
fore when he pulled Adm. Jean Dar- 
ian's French North Africa over to 
the Allied cause. Gen. Dwight ’’Ike" 
Eisenhower addressed himself to an¬ 
other soldier, this time Italian Pre¬ 
mier Pietro Badoglio, in a bid for 
Italy's withdrawal from the war. 

Commending the Italian people 
and Italy's royal house for remov¬ 
ing Mussolini, General Eisenhower 
stressed five points in his address 
to the newly constituted govern¬ 
ment. 

Said General Eisenhower: 1. Only 
the Germans in Italy are blocking 
peace; 2. Cessation of hostilities is 
possible immediately under honor¬ 
able terms; 3. Discontinuance of 
assistance by the Italians to German 
armed forces is a prerequisite of 
peace; 4. A pledge that Italian war 
prisoners will be returned if Allied 
prisoners in Italian hands also are 
returned; 5. If hostilities cease, the 
liberties and traditions of Italy will 
be restored. 

PACIFIC: 

Rip Jap Barnes 

Although Japan's merchant ma¬ 
rine ranked No. 3 among the world’s 
fleets before Pearl Harbor, her mari¬ 
time position has since slipped in 
view of her losses and limited ship¬ 
building facilities. 

As a consequence, the wily Nips 
have devised a new system for sup¬ 
plying their embattled South Pacific 
island forces: strongholds are now 
being supplied through small, swift 
coastal barges, in which the enemy 
sail at night, and in which they hide 
by day in the many coves along 
the shores lines. 

Well aware of the Japanese sys¬ 
tem, American airmen have con¬ 
centrated much of their bombing 
against these craft. Barges attempt¬ 
ing to stock enemy troops at be¬ 
leaguered Munda on New Georgia 
island have had rough going at the 
hands of U. S. aviators, and a con¬ 
centration of the craft at Rein Bay, 
New Britain, was the target for a 
heavy Allied assault. 

With the Allies threatening their 
sea-borne supplies and bombarding 
them from the sky with deadly tor¬ 
pedo and dive bombers, Jap troops, 
true to their tradition of fighting to 
the death, clung desperately to the 
last perimeter of their defenses at 


SHIPS: 

1,496 Delivered 

In the first six months of 1943, Pa¬ 
cific coast shipyards turned out 393 
vessels of approximately 4,200,000 
tons; Atlantic coast shipyards com¬ 
pleted 259 of over 3,000.000 tons, 
and gulf coast yards produced 108 of 
1,150,000 tons. Grand total; 760 
ships of 8,350,000 tons! 

Since Pearl Harbor, American 
shipyards have turned out 1,496 ves¬ 
sels, more than existed in the entire 
U. S. merchant marine before the 
war. This production has given the 
country a greater commercial fleet 
than Britain and a larger one than 
Japan, Germany and Italy com¬ 
bined. 

Once looming as the great bottle¬ 
neck in Allied war plans, America's 
industrialists overcame the shipping 
hurdle with a mass production tech¬ 
nique which also has given the U. S. 
supremacy in aircraft construction. 
Not only have war materials been 
flowing overseas in great numbers, 
but the improved situation has in¬ 
creased use of shipping for civilian 
supply. 

GAS: 

Sees More for East 

Completion of the “big inch” pipe¬ 
line to the East which will supple¬ 
ment the railroads' transport of oil 
to that section of the country, will 
result in a reduction of the "A” and 
possibly the “B” and ”C” gas ra¬ 
tion cards in the central states. Pe¬ 
troleum Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes indicated. 

At present, “A" card holders in 
the East only receive lVi gallons 
per coupon, while the same coupon 
draws 4 gallons in the central states. 
Ickes indicated that central states’ 
allotments may be cut down as much 
as two gallons. 

Gas rationing in the central states 
has been primarily enforced for the 
preservation of rubber, Ickes said. 
Because oil was relatively plentiful 
in these states as a result of insuffi¬ 
cient transportation facilities to haul 
it to the East, rations were more 
liberal. Now that facilities are avail¬ 
able for increasing the haul, how¬ 
ever, Ickes felt that the supply 
should be "equalized” as much as 
possible throughout the country. 

RUSSIA: 

Peak Offensive 

Peak of summer fighting in Rus¬ 
sia centered around Orel. Here, 
the Reds exerted the greatest pres¬ 
sure against stubborn German forces 
ringed ^rom the north, south and 
east, with their principal railway 
supply line running westward to 
Bryansk seriously threatened. 

According to Russian accounts, 
the Germans used large forces of 
reserves to counterattack advancing 
Red units from the south and east. 
Admitting they were outnumbered, 
the Germans were said to have fall¬ 
en back slowly under the trip-ham¬ 
mer blows of Russian armored col¬ 
umns. 

The Germans told another story. 
They said their attack at Belgorod 
in the first stage of the summer 
fighting broke up Red concentrations 
at the southern end of the 160-mile 
front and compelled the Russians to 
concentrate on Orel. Here, the Nazis 
said, they were pursuing a policy 
of defensive fighting to exhaust the 
Reds' strength. 

Heavy fighting was reported south 
of Leningrad by both sides. 


FDR: 

Help to Servicemen 

Declaring that America’s service¬ 
men and women must not be de¬ 
mobilized into an environment of in¬ 
flation and unemployment, to a 
place on a bread line or selling ap¬ 
ples, President Roosevelt outlined a 
six-point program for post-war re¬ 
covery. 

The program was the highlight of 
a speech In which the President de¬ 
clared Mussolini's ouster was the 
first crack in the Axis, and the ini¬ 
tial step in Italy’s democratic re¬ 
constitution. 

The President’s six-point program 
for demobilization includes; 1. Mus¬ 
tering out pay large enough to cover 
the period before employment is ob¬ 
tained; 2. Unemployment insurance; 
3. Opportunity for education or trade 
training at U. S. expense; 4. Credit 
for unemployment compensation, 
old age pensions and survivors in¬ 
surance for the period they were in 
service; 5. Adequate hospitalization, 
medical care and rehabilitation of 
disabled servicemen; 6. Sufficient 
pensions for disabled in armed 
forces. 

DOCTORS: 

Face Draft 

Out of the nation’s 170,000 doctors, 
47,000 already are in uniform, and 
out of the 70,000 dentists, 17,000 are 
in the services. 

However, the army has requested 
a substantial addition to these num¬ 
bers, and to meet the need, the War 
Manpower commission has planned 
to draft doctors and dentists be¬ 
tween 38 and 45 years of age. 

Under the WMC’s plan, the army 
would waive its prohibition against 
the drafting of doctors and dentists 
over 37. Faced with induction as 
privates, the men will rather seek 
commissions which their professions 
ordinarily are granted when en¬ 
tering the service. 

Heretofore, local and state com¬ 
mittees have recommended induc¬ 
tion of doctors and dentists.

MEAT: 

More for Civilians 

Action by the War Food adminis¬ 
tration assured civilians of increased 
meat supplies. 

Whereas packers formerly were 
required to set aside 45 per cent of 
production for the government, WFA 
cut the figure 5 per cent. More¬ 
over, a temporary slash was made 
in the government’s purchase of 
pork products. 

The action in beef was attributed 
to the heavy run of grass fed cat¬ 
tle expected from the southwestern 
and western ranges, while the cut in 
pork purchases was made at a time 
when hog marketing declines. 

HENRY FORD: 

‘Would Have to Run’ 

“If I felt any better, I’d have to 
run." With those words, sprightly 
patriarchic Henry Ford recently cel¬ 
ebrated his 80th birthday. 

Once again in active command of 
the great Ford works for the first 
time in a quarter century as a re¬ 
sult of the death of his son Edsel, 
the elder Henry has supervision over 
his plants’ production of motor 
equipment and bombers for the 
army. 

Declaring that the general welfare 
of the community should be the 
guiding moral principle, Ford said 
that business and industry must 
build the physical basis of the good 
society. 

“There must be more and more 
Industry," Ford asserted. “It is es¬ 
sential to political and economic 
freedom.” 

WHEAT: 

For Feed 

In an effort to bolster the nation’s 
dwindling feed supply, the Commod 
ity Credit corporation went into tin 
grain markets. The CCC started thi 
ball rolling by bidding for one mil 
lion bushels in Chicago and reveal 
ing it planned to buy all wheat avail 
able at Minneapolis at the loan rate 
The agency hoped to secure 100 mil 
lion bushels from Canada.

No victory over Japan before 1949? 

When that sentiment was broad¬ 
cast from Washington by Vice Ad¬ 
miral Home under the aegis of Sec¬ 
retary Knox, a good many eyebrows 
were raised here in the capital. Of 
course, it is fully realized here that 
once the American people think the 
war is in the bag, they will be ready 
to resume the plowshare and the pen 
as simple citizens again, not as dol- 
lar-a-year men or munitions work¬ 
ers or victory gardeners or ration- 
ers or any of the other things we 
don’t like. So Washington can’t af¬ 
ford to be overoptimistic. But 1949 
is a long, long way off. 

When Admiral Halsey finally ad¬ 
mitted that the capture of the im¬ 
portant air base of Munda was 
“within reach," it looked like an¬ 
other easy victory scored and that 
Tokyo ought to tremble. 

About Distances 

But how much nearer are we to 
Tokyo? Get a map of Asia, includ¬ 
ing the Solomon Islands and if you 
can identify the little specks which 
are Guadalcanal where our main 
base lies, and Rabaul, our objec¬ 
tive, note the distance between, and 
then see how much farther it is to 
Tokyo. It’s as far as from New 
York to Casablanca. 

And there is a lot of difference 
between the two roads. When we 
I sent our troops over the Atlantic to 
Africa, it was pretty nearly our pond 
! —there wasn't an Axis base en 
route. The Pacific is studded with 
Japanese bases. 

There are two powerful Jap 
strongholds, much better protected 
than Munda right in the Solomon 
Islands, on Bougainville island and 
Rabaul, the hub of the Japs’ empire 
in the Southwest. Beyond, over a 
long stretch of water, is the little 
island of Truk, said to be the main 
Jap naval base in the Pacific. 

From New Britain, where Rabaul 
is located, it is 690 miles to Tokyo— 
further than from Tunisia to the 
northern tip of Norway. 

In order to realize why we are 
still so far away from our objective 
in the Pacific war, we have to con¬ 
sider what it took to get as far as 
we have already gone. It took six 
months, some terribly gruelling 
fighting, and many lives, to capture 
the little island of Guadalcanal. It 
took another five months before the 
Allies were ready to start their sec¬ 
ond offensive movement with the 
final capture of Rabaul as the ob¬ 
jective. Progress at this rate and 
with this type of island-to-island ad¬ 
vance is taken for granted by those 
who put 1949 as the date when Japan 
will be vanquished. 

Defensive Action 

It took MacArthur approximately 
as long to turn back the Japs on . 
New Guinea, fighting to reach Port 
Moresby, and to capture their key 
point of Buna, so they could move 
on Salamaua and Lae driving the 
enemy out foot by foot from these 
pretty much isolated points. 

The fighting, up until the drive be¬ 
ginning with the capture of Rendova 
on June 30, has been nothing more 
than offensive-defensive. Before that 
the effort, and a successful one, was 
to keep the Japs from attacking 
Australia from Port Moresby, from 
seizing the Solomons and making the 
Australian east coast vulnerable and 
to save the life line of men and 
supplies moving from America to 
Australia. 

Only now, summer 1943, are we 
really taking offensive action in the 
| Southwest Pacific and, as I said, if 
you look at a map of Asia which 
shows all of the territory held by the 
| Japanese, you will see that what 
j we have won since our offensive 
| really began is a very thin sliver, 
geographically speaking. In enemy 
1 effectives destroyed, it has been 
larger in proportion, but the navy 
men in Washington who talk about 
1949 speak with a conservative geo¬ 
graphical accent.

Food Program 

It was a cooler and more peaceful 
day than many which had preceded 
it in Washington. The President 
was in a genial mood when he met 
the press and radio representatives. 

The administration, he said, is 
working on a new food program. 

A few days before, I talked with 
a member of the administration who 
said to me: "Frankly, if we have 
a food program, I can’t find it.” And 
he was very anxious to locate it be¬ 
cause a lot of his friends had been 
asking . . . 

The President, at the conference 
I referred to, explained that he’d be 
tickled to death if anyone would ex¬ 
plain to him how he could reduce 
prices In accordance with the sta¬ 
bilization under the present limita¬ 
tions set by congress. 

A little bit later, I heard it said 
flatly: “We’ve got to increase prices 
if we expect the farmers to raise 
enough food to meet the present 
goals." 

Now, Howard Tolley, chief of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
(whose business it is to figure out 
what is needed, not how we’ll get 
it) says this: 

Increased Consumption 

“If the United States carries out 
its proposed international pledge to 
do all that is needed to provide 
better diets for its own people, the 
consumption of dairy products here 
would have to be increased 40 per 
cent.” 

That is just one product—repre¬ 
senting, of course, milk, butter, 
cheese. 

In order to bring the national diet 
up to the standard set, truck cro[5s 
would also have to be increased 
about 80 per cent, eggs more than 
20 per cent, fruit about 20 per cent, 
according to Mr. Tolley, and to raise 
crops for such a market would take 
about 40 million additional acres of 
cropland or about one-eighth more 
than is now cultivated. 

With the present full employment, 
Tolley says that this extra output of 
the farmer's product could be ab¬ 
sorbed. And this leaves out what 
would be sold abroad. 

Right now, industry is working on 
plans to maintain this “full employ¬ 
ment” by converting war plants to 
peace plants. Industry is trying to 
compete with the government in 
post-war planning in this field. 

How many farmers are interested 
enough to get up and say "their say" 
in favor of a plan that will keep 
enough people at work so that they 
can buy this extra 40 million acres' 
worth of food they need to be 
healthy?

‘FREEDOM TO WORK’ 

BIRTII OF AN IDEA 

WHAT AMERICA is fighting for 
is presumed to be enunciated in the 
Atlantic Charter and expressed in 
President Roosevelt's Four Free¬ 
doms. The day following the first 
announcement of the four free¬ 
doms, W. O. Hart, then the editor 
of the Orange (Calif.) Daily News, 
wrote and printed an editorial in 
which he Insisted that to the four 
should be added a fifth, the freedom 
to work. 

The Orange Daily News is a small 
rural newspaper. It does not have 
a wide circulation. Comparatively 
few editors of other newspapers see 
It. The editor of a newspap- r trade 
publication, Editor & PuK.sher, did 
see that editorial and reprinted it 
with credit to the Orange Daily 
News. That reprinting brought the 
editorial to the attention of thou¬ 
sands of newpaper editors in all 
sections of the United States. Hun¬ 
dreds of them reprinted it, some with 
credit to the News and some with¬ 
out. That little editorial in a rural 
newpaper had started an American 
crusade. 

W. O. Hart’s pen is stilled now. 
He died in an airplane crash last 
December, but the idea he so 
promptly inaugurated goes march¬ 
ing on. Newspapers in all sections, 
periodicals of national circulation, 
radio commentators, are demanding 
for the American people a continu¬ 
ance of the opportunity to work and 
to achieve. It is echoed from the 
platform and the pulpit. It is an 
insistence that the efforts of that 
coterie of theoretical bureaucrats, 
whose purpose is to change our 
American system, be frustrated. 
The American people want, and will 
have, the opportunity to exercise 
their individual initiative, the oppor¬ 
tunity to display their ability to get 
ahead. They demand a continuance 
of the American free enterprise sys¬ 
tem as the foundation on which is 
built the American way of life. 

It is a crusade started by an edi¬ 
torial in a rural newspaper. It was 
but a pebble dropped into the ocean 
of American sentiment, but it has 
spread and has become a mighty 
wave that will sweep into oblivion 
those theoretical bureaucrats whose 
purpose was to make America over, 
to destroy our system of free en¬ 
terprise, the foundation of our way 
of life.

ASSIGNMENT IN SICILY 

Unsung U. S. heroes who contrib¬ 
uted heavily to Mussolini's down¬ 
fall were Italian-American boys 
smuggled into Sicily several weeks 
before U. S. troops landed. 

How they got ashore must remain 
a military secret. But the fact that 
they got there is now recognized as 
a part of military operations, just 
as the advance landing of Lieut. 
Gen. Mark Clark in North Africa, 
carrying bags of U. S. gold. 

These Italian - Americans were 
especially trained in the dangerous, 
dalicate Job of winning over mili¬ 
tary garrisons in advance of a land¬ 
ing force. In Sicily they had the 
advantage of speaking the language 
and being able to visit the homes 
of their relatives, few of whom loved 
Mussolini. From there they were 
able to work around to various mili¬ 
tary leaders. 

It has long been known that Ital¬ 
ian military leaders were of two 
types. One is the professional sol¬ 
dier like Field Marshal Badoglio, 
who was in the army before Musso¬ 
lini’s time and has no love for the 
Fascists. Also he has no love for 
the Nazis, and so was not too diffi¬ 
cult to win over to the Allied side. 

Other type of Italian military lead¬ 
ers is the Fascist Blackshirt, who 
rose through favors from II Duce, 
but who usually is susceptible to 
coin of the realm. Presumably U. S. 
advance scouts were supplied with 
what General Clark took with him in 
advance into North Africa. 

At any rate, expert advance work 
by patriotic Italian-Americans. plus 
the popularity of the United States 
in Sicily, contributed to one of the 
most bloodless landing expeditions 
in history. 

Also the psychological shock of 
the headlong U. S. rush through Sic- 
ily was what toppled Mussolini oil 
his thorny throne.

There’s a great interest in jelly- 
making in spite of sugar rationing, 
for many is the smart homemaker 
who realizes what a spark and zest 
those little bits of bright-colored jel¬ 
ly can lend to wartime meals. So, 
go out into the berry patch, and 
let’s get started on a batch of jelly. 

Cherries, plums and blackberries 
are coming into season and make 
splendid jellies. They're all easy to 
handle and make nice, rich, luscious 
jellies: 

*Ripe Sweet Cherry Jam. 

(Makes 7 6-ounce glasses) 
cups prepared fruit 

4 cups sugar 

1 box powdered fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit, pit about 2 'k 
pounds fully ripe cherries. Crush 
thoroughly or grind. If a stronger 
cherry flavor is desired, add a few 
crushed cherry pits to fruit during 
cooking. 

Measure sugar into dry dish and 
set aside until needed. Measure 
fruit into a 5- or 6-quart kettle, fill¬ 
ing up last cup with water if neces- 
•ary. 

Place over a hot test fire. Add 
powdered fruit pectin. Mix well and 
continue stirring until mixture 
comes to a hard boil. Pour in sugar 
at once, stirring constantly. Con¬ 
tinue stirring, bringing to a full, 
rolling boil and boil hard 1 minute 
Remove from fire. Skim. Pour 
at once into sterilized jelly glasses 
and paraffin at once. 

•Ripe Plum Jelly. 

(Makes 7 medium glasses)

1 box powdered fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit, crush about 3 
pounds fully ripe plums. Do not 
peel or pit them.

Remem¬ 
ber that you must use a pure apple 
cider vinegar and good, firm, fresh 
cucumbers to get nice, crisp pickles: 
•Cucumber-Raisin Pickles 
4 cups sliced cucumbers 
1 cup salt 
1 cup white vinegar 
1 cup sugar 
6 tablespoons raisins 
1 tablespoon celery seed 
1 tablespoon mustard seed 

Soak cucumbers overnight in salt 
solution made of 1 cup salt to I 
gallon water. Drain. Combine re¬ 
maining ingredients and heat to boil¬ 
ing. Add cucumbers. Boil 10 min¬ 
utes. Pour into sterilized jars and 
seal at once. 

•Ripe Cucumber Sweet Pickles. 

8 large ripe cucumbers 

14 pound stick cinnamon or oil 
of cinnamon 

1 ounce cloves (or oil of cloves) 

1H pints vinegar 

3 pounds sugar 

Pare the cucumbers, quarter. 
Take out seeds and cut quarters into 
medium-sized pieces. Scald in salt¬ 
ed water (2 tablespoons salt to 1 
quart water). Drain and simmer in 
clear water until they are tender 
but firm. Drain well. Tie the 
spices in a bag and boil them with 
vinegar and sugar for 5 minutes. 
Pour this mixture over cucumbers, 
cover jar and set away. Next day 
pour off syrup and boil for 10 min¬ 
utes, then pour over cucumbers 
again. Flavor is improved by re¬ 
peating the process several times. 
With last heating, place pickles in 
clean, sterilized jars, cover with hot 
solution and seal at once. 

Like fruit drinks for winter? You 
can make delicious nectars out of 
fruits easily and use them when fresh 
fruit juices are no longer available: 

•Peach Nectar. 

Select sound, ripe fruit. Peel and 
crush. Combine 4 cups fruit with 
3 cups water and heat slowly to 
simmering. Press through colander, 
then through fine sieve. To each 
pound of fruit pulp and juice, add 
3 4 pound of sugar. Bring to sim¬ 
mering temperature. Stir until sug¬ 
ar is well dissolved. Pour into clean, 
sterile jars. Put on cap. Process 
30 minutes in a water bath at 
temperature (180 de-

RURAL AMERICA 
AND CONGRESS 

UNITES STATES senators and 
representatives are at home, visit¬ 
ing with the home folks, those peo¬ 
ple who sent them to Washington to 
enact legislation for the nation. Just 
about 50 per cent of the representa¬ 
tives are from rural districts. They 
are now talking with people of the 
towns and farms for they want to 
know if the home folks approve or 
disapprove of ceilings on farm prod¬ 
ucts, of subsidies to processors, of 
bonuses, rationing, of the general 
food policy. They want to know 
if their constituents prefer regula¬ 
tion by executive decree or by laws 
enacted by congress. They will in¬ 
quire into the attitude of the people 
on the question of the government 
in business and the reign of the bu¬ 
reaucrats. These and many other 
subjects will be discussed, and the 
answers the representatives receive 
will be reflected in their actions in 
congress when it again assembles 
the middle of ^September. 

There is one thing the lawmakers 
will find among the rural people. 
That is a definite determination to 
fight the war to a conclusive, “un¬ 
conditional surrender” end, regard¬ 
less of what sacrifice they may be 
called upon to make.

UNDER TWO FLAGS 

The chickens hatched when Amer¬ 
ican ships were put under the Pana¬ 
manian flag to avoid neutrality laws 
are now coming home to roost. 

As a result, the U. S. government 
now employs 16,000 seamen whom 
it pays in hard cash every month, 
DUt over whom it has no disciplinary 
control whatsoever. The seamen are 
working under the Panamanian flag, 
though actually they are American 
citizens. So when they get into 
brawls in American ports, they must 
answer to the Panamanian consul, 
though they are American citizens 
and draw American pay. 

Certain state department officials 
are urging that the problem be 
solved by transferring the ships back 
to U. S. registry. 

Note: At present, when one of 
these ships clears a U. S. port it 
must pay a $20 fee to the consul of 
Panama, in spite of the fact that 
the ship belongs to the U.S.A.

Here is the only grain of truth be¬ 
hind this propaganda: When Bolivi¬ 
an President Penaranda returned to 
La Paz from his visit to the United 
States, he stated publicly that Bo¬ 
livian aspirations for a seaport had 
never been abandoned, that when 
the opportune time arose Bolivia 
would assert that claim. 

Truth is, however, that Penaranda 
had no such militant motive in mind. 
Furthermore, moderate elements in 
Chile assert they would be perfectly 
willing to discuss the sale of the 
port of Arica to Bolivia. 

If the Chilean moderates actually 
bring about negotiation for the sale 
of Arica, they will set a new high in 
good neighbor relations. It has not 
been long since the territorial am¬ 
bitions of South American countries 
—as in the case of Peru vs. Ecua¬ 
dor and Bolivia vs. Paraguay—have 
been settled by a resort to arms. 


ECONOMIC PLANNERS 
OUR WASHINGTON PLANNERS 
attempt to tell us that our free en¬ 
terprise system has reached the end 
of its virility. They prophesy dire 
consequences unless the government 
takes over the direction of produc¬ 
tion and distribution. They may be 
—and I believe they are—mistaken, 
as was another economist of an ear¬ 
lier day. He was Robert Thomas 
Maithus, a Cambridge university 
economist of 1880. He alarmed peo¬ 
ple of England by his insistence that 
the British Isles coufd not support 
any greater population than they 
had. English “planners” proposed 
methods of regulating the birth rate 
in order that the population might 
not outgrow the number of jobs. A 
century later the British Isles had 
five times the population of 1800, 
living on a much higher standard. 
That is proof that economists can 
be wrong, and our economic plan¬ 
ners may be of that kind. I think 
they are.

Jelly Forum: Pectin is the 
magic ingredient that makes jam 
“jam” and jelly “jell.” There 
must be a just right amount of 
it. Pectin is a natural jellying 
substance found in fruits and ber¬ 
ries, but when the fruit or berry 
is shy on it, a liquid or pow¬ 
dered form of pectin may be 
added. 

Jams and jellies may be kept 
for various lengths of time, but 
for best practical purposes it is 
best not to try to keep them for 
over a year. 

Melt paraffin for jelly in a 
small pot over boiling water. Par¬ 
affin should not be smoking hot 
because it might lend a disagree¬ 
able odor to the jelly or jam. 

It’s possible to put up fruit juice 
to be made into jelly later if you 
do not have enough sugar to do 
it during the summer. Prepare 
fruit according to directions giv¬ 
en in the jelly recipes but do not 
add water to the recipe. Squeeze 
the juice in a jelly bug if it is 
for jelly. Fill hot sterile jars 
with juice and process in a boil¬ 
ing water bath for 20 minutes.

I have spoken 
before of one of Charles Dana Gib¬ 
son's drawings showing an old man 
eating crackers and milk while his 
day dreams showed him as a boy 
eating turkey and all the “fixings.” 
Under the picture were the words 
"Backward, turn backward, O Time 
in thy flight; make me a boy again 
just for tonight.” 

That the elderly should eat less 
food than when they were active and 
doing physical work is right, but 
elderly men and women today do 
not sit around all day; most of them 
get about doing light chores or walk¬ 
ing some part of the day. As exer¬ 
cise stimulates all the body proc¬ 
esses, heart, lungs, digestion, in¬ 
creases the appetite and prevents 
constipation, the elderly not only 
want more food but they need more 
food. 

One of the arguments against el¬ 
derly men and women eating hearty 
meals is that all their body proc¬ 
esses are becoming weaker and so 
must not be forced to handle large 
quantities of food. Thus it has been 
believed that the stomach in the 
elderly is “drying” up, becoming 
smaller, does not empty as rapidly 
as when they were younger. It is in¬ 
teresting therefore to read of a re¬ 
cent experiment in the American 
Journal of Physiology. 

Drs. Edward J. Van Liere and Da¬ 
vid W. Northrup, West Virginia uni¬ 
versity, investigated how aging af¬ 
fected the emptying time of the 
stomach. Twelve men; the young¬ 
est 58 and the oldest 84, were stud- 
| ied. Ten were without funds and re¬ 
sided in the county infirmary; one 
was a college professor and one 
, was a janitor. 

A definite amount of food was giv¬ 
en each man and about two ounces 
of barium sulphate was added which 
enabled the investigators to watch 
the position of the meal by X-rays. 

The average length of time for the 
test meal to leave the stomachs of 
the 12 men was one hour and 56 
minutes. The emptying time of the 
stomach in 59 young adults previ¬ 
ously studied averaged about two 
hours and two minutes. 

This investigation shows that el- 
| derly men and women can safely 
I eat more food if they feel like it.

Removal of Adenoids 
Restores Hearing

One of the common causes of loss 
of hearing is a partial closure of 
the opening of the eustachian tube 
carrying air from the throat to the 
middle ear. Enlarged tonsils and 
the formation of soft jellylike tissue 
(adenoids) is often the cause of 
closing the opening of the eustachian 
tube. By removing the enlarged ton¬ 
sils and adenoids from about this 
opening, hearing is often restored. 

However, where there is a per¬ 
sistent growth of this soft adenoid 
tissue about this opening and opera¬ 
tion is not possible, the use of ra¬ 
dium is giving excellent results. 1 
have mentioned this method of 
treatment before. There is now fur¬ 
ther information at hand. 

In Archives of Otolaryngology 
(ear, nose and throat), Drs. Ernest 
B. Emerson Jr., Andrew H. Dowdy 
and Clyde A. Heatley report that 
treatment by radium of deafness 
due to growth of adenoid tissue 
yields excellent results. They de¬ 
scribe the simple instruments used 
to place the radium in the exact po¬ 
sition necessary to shrink or remove 
this adenoid or lymphoid tissue. 

Before applying the radium treat¬ 
ment all disease present such as in¬ 
fected tonsils or adenoids is re¬ 
moved. Then by means of a local 
anaesthetic the condition of the 
opening of the eustachian tube is 
learned. If there is a great amount 
of this lymphoid tissue about the 
eustachian tube or if the opening 
seems swollen, the patient is given 
the radium treatment—irradiation.
